. SIR,—The early part of this quarter was characterized by shipments of Camphor to Hongkong, and the im- 
portation of an untisually large consignment of Opium to Chinese merchants. With these exceptions trade has been 
dull in all its branches, and what little there has been in the hands of Chinese. This inactivity is partly attributable 
to the New Year's holidays, during which period business is invariably more or less languid at all the ports. An excep- 
tionally long time has elapsed without any Opium being imported by Foreign merchants. The last supply arrived on 
the 24th December, since when only 3 chests have been imported. The unexpected stock brought by Chinese supplied 
the deficiency in 4 measure; still, including the 140 chests on hand at the end of last quarter, we are about 100 chests 
short of what has been estimated as the monthly consumption at these two ports, namiely, 100 chests a month. A very 
small stock remains on hand, but dealers are not over anxious to buy; being in daily expectation of large supplies coming 
to hand.

Brick Tea “is made of the coarser leaves and upper branches of the Tea plant, and does not 
undergo the various processes of manipulation and desiccation to which Black and. other Teas prepared for European 
consumption are subjected to, but, when in its natural state, is moistened by a simple application of steam, and then 
compressed in » wooden mould into the form of bricks (whence its name).”* 

Such an apparently simple process might in all probability be taught the Natives, and which, I fancy, last hd 
cheaper to the merchant than introducing skilled Tea firers from the mainland to prepare a common leaf, which, if ever 
improved by care in its cultivation or by the introduction of superior plants, must necessarily take some years, and then 
there ix roomi to doubt whether Formosa Teas will ever be able to compete in the European matket with those of the 
mainland.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


I have much satisfaction in recording the completion of two Beacons erected by this office, at the port of 
Kelung, to facilitate making the entrance of that anchorage. One is a large Tower-shaped structure 40 feet high, and 
painted White, placed on Image Point. The other is on Bush or Tong Fonesse Island, and consists of a round cage 
iounted on a single spar forty feet high, painted entirely Black. The value of these Beacons to masters of vessels who 
have not hitherto visited that port is inestimable. The natural landmarks are frequently entirely obscured by mist, 
rendering it impossible to make the entrance; but with these Beacons, which are visible in misty weather about two 
miles off, the port can be entered in any weather. 

‘A Coal Company has been established at Kelung, who are now prepared to furnish Steamers with the best 
Formosa Coal. It is to be hoped that the facilities and despatch the Company will afford Steamers resorting to that 
port for fuel, will ultimately induce more Coasting Steamers to call in. Delay has hitherto occurred sometimes in conse- 
quence of insufficient supply being kept in store, which this Company will undoubtedly remedy. i

cailing, in which augurs well for the prosperity of that port. 

Foreign buildings are now in course of erection at Kelung. A Britah firm is building commodious Godowns 
and a Dwelling House ; and as soon as a few more habitable houses are constructed, Kelung will be one of the prettiest 


seaports in China. 


The neighbouring fields have been a scene of great aihivity during the past two months. Agriculturists: were 
all busily engaged irrigating their lands and transplanting their new Rice crops; for miles both hills and valleys presented 
the appearance of a vast lake. Much labor is saved here by being able to convey the water from the lofty hills down 
to the lowlands, instead @f pumping up from rivers as more often seen on the mainland, 

It has been stated that “ from the latter portion of November to the first few days in May is the rainy season 
at Tamsui.” Such has not been the case this year, the weather being superb ever since October last. During this year 
there have been only 11 days rain. Ths Seer ee Thee eee ee rips

SIR <I have the honor ih ohm Rept Trade for the first quarter of the present year. 

A,—The most striking feature of trade here during the last three months was the large importation of Cotton 
Goods. In February 13,500 pieces were received, and in March nearly 19,000 pieces more—-this latter figure differing 
but slightly from the total yearly importation in 1865 and 1866, and equal to one-fourth that of 1867. The quarter's 
total—given below—nearly equals one-half the entire importation of last year. This great increase although to some 
extent, perhaps, a temporary one, must yet be regarded as proof of a rapidly growing demand in the country of which 
Chinkiang is the supplying centre. And the opinions of both Foreign and Native merchants confirm this view; for, 
while it is not denied that, owing to the rebellion in the North, some dealers usually. purchasing from Tientsin may 
have been recently supplied temporarily from this market, yet the gain is in a still higher degree attributable to an 
increase in the number of regular buyers, many now coming here (as my predecessor anticipated a year ago) who 
formerly purchased in Shanghai, finding it less expensive to do-so; and to the decreasing cost of the Goods in question, 
which enables them better to compete with Native Cloths. The stock in market is very small, sales having been large, 
although at low profits. 

Nor is it in Cottons alone that last quarter’s importations shew improvement. All the principal Foreign 
Goods, excepting Sugars, stand at increased figures. Woollens have gained in about the same ratio as Cottons. Iron 
attains a higher figure than it reached in any quarter of last year, and a new hong dealing in this commodity has been 
lately opened. 

. The fact that the visit of rebels to the country about Yangchow in January, did not seriously affect the 
demand for Opium, indicates the sound and healthy character of the market. The sum total of Malwa, Patna, 
Benares and Persian drug for the quarter exceeds by 23 peculs that of the corresponding term in 1866, and by 77 peculs 
that of 1867. Three Opium hongs removed not long since from Sin-nii-miao; and two of this place have established 
branches there. | 

Of Native Sugars, a quantity larger by 4,000 peculs than in the corresponding quarter of each of the two past. 
years has been imported; Foreign Sugars give a falling off by a very small fraction. The price is one tael lower per 
bag of 120 catties than it was at this time last vear. 

Of Hankow and other Native produce, I will not trespass wpon your attention further than to say, that, as far 
as present and past returns indicate, Tobacco and Pea Oil alone shew a decided decrease in the amount imported by 
Foreign vessels. Hemp and Vegetable Tallow promise very well for the year. In Wood Oil there is over-competition, 
three hongs having taken the place of these that clesed two months ago. 

Silk Piece Goods, the principal article of Export, shews a comparatively excellent quarterly total, amounting 
in value to Ti 80,000. Since the beginning of the year, 20 Silk shops, having in all 60 looms, have been opened, as 
well as two Silk hongs. 

Nor are the above the only promises that the present year holds out of being a prosperous one. Shops and 
dwellings are rapidly building, and many applicants to occupy them, appear before they are completed. The issue of 
several proclamations in reference to the restoration of dwellings and temples shews that the people are rapidly return- 
ing to their former homes. . The crops are flourishing in the country; and unless the province should be visited by war, 
famine, or pestilence, the year 1868 may be expected to surpass its predecessors in the growth it will bring to this port.

SIR,—I have the honor to forward to you the pra _— on the Trade at Hankow during the first three 


months of this year. 


The quantity of Cotton Piece Goods imported is double that of the first quarter of mv year, and already 
equals one-half of the entire importations of 1867 in all Grey Goods, excepting Drills, which, although exceeding the 
inportations for the first quarter of 1867, have not as yet reached by one-half the monthly averages of that year. 
Damasks have been well sustained, but Brocades and Chintzes have diminished in quantity. Lustres, Camlets and Long 


Ells have held their own with last year’s average importations; buat Spanish Stripes have fallen off, and Cloths are below 
the usual average quantity, yet exceed that of the first quarter of 1867. 


| This improvement began early in February, but received further impetus on receipt of the news of the disturb- 
el state of the Tientain market, owing to Nienfei rebel inroads into the Northern provinces, which diverted some‘ of 
that trade to this port to meet the requirements of the Shansi dealers, who, of old, used to resort to Hankow exclusively. 


The growth of the monthly importations of some of the principal manufactures and the increase of Lead being 
somewhat remarkable, are given as follows :—

VI.—A sand-bank that formed at the mouth of the “Han” river, during a freshet last autumn, and extended 
to below the Steamer Jetties as far as the British Concession, has caused considerable inconvenience, leaving but 7 to 
: 8 feet of water; and although the height of the water is now 16 feet above its previous level, the water is still as shallow 
as ever, the mud settling in larger proportions than the water depositing it. From the nature of its formation it is hoped 
that when the strong summer currents set in, that as the head of the bank forms a natural breakwater at the mouth of 
the “Han,” the waters of that tributary will be swept past and \impblied by the increased velocity to scoop out the 
“ outer edge of the bank, which extends half across the river over an area of 4 or § acres. Steam-dredging would 
hardly rectify this, without embankments were simultaneously thrown up along the river banks from the mouth of the- 
“Han” towards the Foreign settlement, so as to increase the flow and cause the water to deepen out a channel for itself.

The retreat of the Nien-fei from this province, and the arrival of the Shansi traders,—now said to be en route 
for this port, by crossing into Mongolia, skirting the Great Wall and re-entering China at Chang Chia Kow, in order to 
avoid the lately disturbed districts,—will doubtless give a stimulus to the trade at Tientsin.

SIR,—I beg to Report to you on the Trade at this Port during the quarter just ended. 


A.—The river opened this season much earlier than was expected. The first vessel that arrived was the Miaca, 
She came in on the 11th March, long before the river was free from drift-ice; and was, in consequence, obliged imme- 
diately to run ashore, in order to escape the imminent risk which she would otherwise have encountered in the river. 

_ Piece Goods of all descriptions have been imported during this term in exceedingly large quantities. Four of 
the five Steamers which have arrived, brought full cargoes; and the Sailing Vessels, with one or two exceptions, were 
also deeply laden with Merchandize from the South. Should the tide of importation continue unabated during the rest 
of the year, Newchwang will no longer be remembered merely on account of its exports, but will rank with some of the 
more considerable ports of China as a mart for Foreign Goods. 

It will be seen, by referring to the table of imports, that the total quantity of Piece Goods that has arrived 
up to the present time, is nearly ten times as great as that which was imported during the March quarter of last year, 
and considerably greater than twice the amount imported during any single quarter since the port was first opened to 
Foreign Trade. | 

_ The importations of Iron and Sugar have also greatly increased. It is, however, to be feaved that the over- 
stocked state of the market will greatly injure the sale of such Geods as might have been advantageously disposed of, 
had they not arrived in such quantities as to induce the buyers to hope for a depreciation fn their valhe. 

When the Miaca entered the river there were only 40 chests of Opium in the market; since that time, however, 
over 500 chests have arrived, considerably more than double the quantity imported during the first quarter of last fear. 

If it were not for the present high prices at which Bean Cakes and Beans are to be procured here, and the 
lowness of the markets at the places of import, a greater increase even than is shown, by comparing the export tables for 
_ the corresponding periods of the past and present years, might be visible.

F’.— This season has witnessed the establishment here of a new English firm, the two partners of which are 
well known to, and have for several years been intimately connected with, the principal hongs of Yingtzti; also, the 
taking over of the management of the Pulse Cake manufactory, formerly in the hands of Messrs. T. Platt & Co., by an - 
agent of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co., an able and energetic gentleman, and one who will, no doubt, soon put the 
concern into fair working order. Both of these events augur well for the future prosperity of Yingtzti. 

The Pilots have formed themselves into one Company, which step seems to have given universal satisfaction, 
and to have caused to spring up a feeling of goodwill and amity, which, it is to be hoped, may long continue to exist. 

I wish that I could close my report without having to record the lamentable accident which occurred bere on 
the opening of the port. The master of the Liao Lightship and another European were lost, whilst coming ashore in a 
small boat. The Chinese authorities have been communicated with, and — has been made along the coast; but 
nisin lene been heard of cmap the missing men.

Mr. Carrer thought the Municipal Ac- 
counts had been passed in too lax a man- 
ner of late years. If more questions had 
been asked, we should not have had con- 
tinually increasing expenditure. He wish- 
éd some one more able than himself had 
undertaken the task of enquiry. But as 
no one did so, he would ask one ques- 
tion, in reference to an item at page 27 
of the report, about the Soochow Creek 
Bridge.

Mr, F. B. Jounson said, if Mr. Carter 
would refer to Page 40 of the Report, he 
would see in the Balance sheet that the 
sum of Tis. 1,971 had beeh put down, 
and that was at present standing to the: 
credit of the Soochow Bridge fund in the 
bank. With regard to the accounts for the 
past year, they had been kept perfectly in 
accordance with instructions. 


Mr, Canter begged the Chairman to re- 
fer toa resolution he had proposed at the 
last annual meeting, that a sum of Tis.

Tue case of the “United States versus Jenkins” 
vas one Which undeniably attracted consi- 
jcrable interest, and which, when we come to 
iook at it, is entitled to very little. The evi- 


dence before the Court disclosed hardly any 


thing of the real motives of the chief actors in 
the enterprise, and the public are still at a loss 
‘o account for an outlay which was considerable, 
anda risk which was certainly great, Nume- 
rous rumours had got afloat as to what the 
expedition was intended to effect, the favourite 
| theory being that a considerable quantity of 
treasure was concealed in the tomb of some 
sovereign of the Corea, which enterprising 
capitalists were anxious to get at, with a view to 
turning it to some more useful account than 
lying buried alongside the skeleton of a defunct 
king. Another idea was that the Coreans 
nourished a superstitious belief that so long as 
the body of this particular potentate remained 
embedded in Corean soil, there was no fear that 
the kingdom would ever come to grief or be 
liable to the attacks of foreign powers, and that 
with the view of rendering them more amenable 
to reason, and thé blessings of commercial inter- 
course, it was extremely advisable to borrow 
this body, and then trade upon the anxiety of 
the people to get it back again. Others said, 
however, that Corean ambassadors were an- 
xious to visit foreign countries, and that the 
China was sent to fetch them and to do any 
trade that offered. The evidence leaves it open 
to us to single out any one of these hypotheses, 
or to reject them all, IJtis not very probable 
that we shall know what were the real facts of 
the case, and in- truth it does not seem very 
important, a8 the signal failure of the expedi- 
tion, with whatever motive it was set afoot 
is quite sufficient, we. should think, to deter any 
one from venturing again upon such a wild and 
unproductive goose chase. | In the mean time, it 
is enough for us to rest satisfied with the verdict, 
and the moral effect which the investigation has 
itself produced. As a matter of law, no other 
cecision .could have been arrived at. First, 
whatever was said by witnesses, suggested by 
counsel, or thought of by the Court, there was 
nothing that would have justified a tribunal in 
finding the aceuseil guilty of the particular 
charge as laid. The indictment we think was 
bad in law ; indeed, about as bad as it could 
well be ; and if even it could or it to have 
heen amended, it is extremely doubfful whether 
the offence as chi could have been brought 
home to the prisoner. Of what was he accu- 
sed ? Of having conspired in China to exhume a 


body in the Corea. Now per se no one will be 
rash enough to assert that this is a crintinal 
offence. It may be one ; but in order to make 
it one, it must ay on the face of the indict- 
ment that ees ng a body is an offence egainst 
the laws of the Corea, Of course it is wrong, 
if even it be not an indictable offence, because 


it is caloulated to hurt the feelings and preju- 
dices of the people of the Corea, and to bring 
about a conflict in which a great deal of inno- 
cent blood might be shed, and numerous lives 
taken. Moreover no European, or indeed any 
one, except the Coreans themselves, can have 
any business to interfere with the tombs of 
their kings, still less to steal and carry away 
their bodies ; and if it is true that the leaders 
of the expedition intended and did attempt to 
interfere with the graves, no one would have 
regretted their getting handsomely thrashed for 
their pains ; but because it is wrong to do such 
an act as that alleged to have been contem- 
plated, and because it was also wrong, to use 
-@ legal term, to conspire together for such a 
purpose, it is no reason that a tribunal is to 
strain the law beyond its true intent and mean- 
ing. The chances also of an indictment being 
framed next time better calculated to hold water 
will, ‘we think, prevent any one from being 
insane [enough to try the experiment again. 
The landing of armed men from a ship has been 
held to be evidence of a piratical act, although 
the landing was in a country occupied by peo- 
ple with whom Christian nations had no trea- 
ties ; and in one case, if our memory serves us 
right, a foreigner was hanged for forming part 
of an expedition to an island, which, planned 
with a view to a simple robbery, resulted in the 
death of some innocent natives. 

As we have already said, we see no reason to 
quarrel with the verdict of acquittal pronounced 
by the Consul General of the United States in 
the particular case before him ; but we are es- 
pecially anxious to impress upon the minds of 
enterprising pioneers in that line of country 
that it by no means follows, because on one 
indictment a verdict of not guilty is found, on 
another indictment, a little more artistically 
drawn, and on evidence a little more carefully 
sifted, a very different conclusion may possibly 
be come to. At any rate fillibustering expedi- 
tions of all kinds, whether to annex territory, 
to force trade, or to enquire into the contents of 
tombs, are primd facie contrary, if notin all 
cases to the letter of the law, to the spirit of 
modern legislation both in the United States 
and in all European countries ; and being unde- 
niably wrong and immoral in themselves, few 
people, we think, will care to risk their personal 
liberty and probably their lives on the chance 
of am indictment being drawn with sufficient 
precision and particularity to hit off the parti- 
cular offence that may be laid to their charge. 
*Murder, piracy and robbery are capable too 
often of very easy proof, and the fact is too 
frequently held by juries to be evidence of 
intent to make it worth any one’s while to put 
his neck in a noose from which there is but one

escape. The ingenuity of lawyers is great, 
@nd in many cases it may be shewn on both, 
sides of a case in a way calculated to render the 
| particular object of the game very nervous as 
to the result ; and when the offence charged is 
one against which the reason and feeling of 
mankind revolt, judges and juries are apt to 
look more broadly at facts than it is in the pe- 
culiar interest of the accused they should do. 
If any further expeditions to Corea or else- 
where are planned, we trust that those who~. 
engage in them will so act as not to leave any 
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room for doubt as to the propriety of the object 
in view, and for their own sakes will take 
care not to jeopardise their necks on the idea 
than no lawyer ean be found to frame an in- 
dictment which may possibly meet their case. 


Tue speech which Mr. Consul Winchester made 


at the farewell dinner, which was recently given 
to him at the Shanghai Club, was peculiarly 
interesting as carrying the minds of some of 
his hearers back to a state of affairs in China 
widely different from that which we see at the 
present day. To many who heard him, the 
scenes described were merely historical ; while 
to a limited number they recalled some of the 
most interesting episodes in the history of 
foreign relations with this country. Twenty- 
five years is a large portion of the transitory 
existence of man ; it is no small period in the 
history of a country ; and in a place so pecu- 
liarly situated as China in recent times ; 
where a vast nation, slumbering in the gentle 
dotage of an old and worn out civilization, 
has suddenly been roused by the advent of 
new men from distant countries, who have 
brought with them new ideas and new princi- 
ples, the progress markéd by a quarter of a cen- 
tury forms a subject of great interest to those 
who love to mark the transformations which 
time aud circumstances effect in the world. 

The feature which is most striking in taking 
a retrogressive glance of this nature, is the. great 
disproportion which is discernible between the 
progress which has been made politically and 
socially in our relations with this country, and 
that whieh has been made commercially. 
While the European is still excluded from the 
interior of the country, and still regarded by 
the large mass of the Chinese as little better 
than the old outer barbarian he was considered 
in the earliest days of our intercourse with Chi- 
na, commrce has increased ten and twenty-fold, 
and European appliances have become freely 
introducedand thoroughly appreciated by the 
natives at the few places where the foreigner 
is permitted to reside. 

sa people are able fully to estimate the 
changes in the nature of business with China, 
which have been gradually matured during the 
last twenty-five years. A state of things in 
harmony with modern ideas of trade has become 
so thoroughly established, that it is now almost 
impossible to form a definite idea of what was 
the ordinary course of business in old times. 
Some few old China hands can still recollect the 
days when the partners in the London Houses 
made their long, tedious voyages round the 
Cape ; purchased their ventures at Canton, and 
more recently at the new port of Shanghai, and 
returned home by the same wearisome route, 
generally in the vessel in which their tea or 
silk was stowed, Few can remember these 
days; but then it was, according to all accounts, 
that the China trade was in its glory, and that 
the China merchant acquired his. To 
individual men who embarked in the trade, 
there can be no duubt that very great opportu- 
nities were offered. The knowledge of the 
business was confined to a limited number, 
and competition had not yet stepped in to di- 
minish profits. Purchases in those days were 
expected to shew a margin upon the last quota-

changes. It is not, therefore, without reason 
that the question of inland trading has recen- 
tly been diseussed both in the public prints and 
also in official quarters. The natives of China 
have of late years profited to an enormous 
extent by the appliances which foreigners have 
introduced, The tea and silk trade alone 
have brought millions to the people. of this 
country ; and bnt for the obstinate restrictive- 


ness of the officials, the same result must have. 


attended the import traffic. It is reasonable, 
therefore, to look at the present time for a 
further extension of those facilities for~ trade 
which have redounded so materially to the 
advantage of the Chinese ; and which, under 
the peculiar circumstances existing, tend so 
utch more at the present time to their benefit 
han to that of the European nations, who have 
been instrumental in introducing them.

THE PROPOSED BUND EXTENSION. 
To the Editor, 8.C. & C. Gazurre. 


Str,—-As the important question of the River frontage 
of this settlement, ‘and its due regulation, has again, 
after the lapse of some years, been mooted, | beg to 
offer the following scheme, which will in my Opinion 
offer a means of escape from the manifest evils under 
which we are now suffering. 

_ The principal of these evils I take to be the follow- 


a The unsightly state of the present Bund, with 
its large patches of fore-shore uncovered at each tide. 

2nd. The inconvenience to the trade of the port of 
being only able to land goods in shallow boats, and 
only at a few points in place of along the entire 
frontage. 

3rd, The obstacle presented to the flow and reflow 
of the tides, which causes a continual deposit of mud 
and threatens to narrow seriously the channel. 

4th. The ‘“‘chow-chow” water between Pootung 
point and the British Consulate, and as a consequence 
a —_ growth of the point in the still waters be- 

n 

5th. The want of a supply of good wholesome wa- 
ter for drinking and culinary purposes, and 

6th. The want of a proper system of cleaning and 
flushing the drains, whereby not only are the sewers 
themselves become receptacles of decaying matter, but 
much of the refuse of the settlement carried backwards 
and forwards by the tide remains in our neighbour- 
hood, and more or less taints the air. 

To these may be added the inconveniences to the in- 
ternal traffic of the country caused by the filling up 
of the Soochow Creek, and the loss of time to native 
and other boats sa ape. the creek, from having to 
wait for a considerable portion of each tide before be- 
ing able to make head way against the current. 

it may first be assumed that the greater portion of 
foreign matter held in suspension in the waters of the 
H wangpoo, from the river Yangtsse ; most re- 
sidents of Shanghai being aware, at a comparatively 
small distance above Shanghai, whether in the creeks 
or the main river, the water loses its pea-soup consis- 
tency, and becomes in 4 great measure clear and pure. 
In like manner the greater portion of the water which 
four times a day — rapidly past our settlement is 
derived under ordinary circumstances from the same 
source; the stream of the Hwangpoo itself being 
comparatively feeble. I[t is of particular importance 
that this fact should be borne in mind, as other chan- 
nels fully as important have in the course of centuries 
been filled up, and there seems no impossibility that a 
similar event may happen to the Hwangpoo, the wa- 
ters either finding an exit by another channel, or the 
present one being reduced to the minimum capacity 
capable of conveying away the drainage of the lower 
province of Kiangsu.

COURT OF THE U. 8. CONSULATE CENERAL.

The indictment charged the defendant in eight 
counts with having in concert with others prepared 
an unlawful and scandalous expedition, having for its 
object the exhuming of the remains of a dead Sove- 
reign, or of some other person or persons in the Corea. 
r. HANNEN raised apreliminary objection to the in- 
dictment, The gist of it was intent to exhume. This 
was not necessarily an offence except the exhuming were 
to be committed within the jurisdiction of the Law. In 
Russell on Crimes, vol. 1 p. 629, the whole reason why 
a = a dead body was an offence was given, 
y that it was an offence against decency, but 

this principle could not be universally applied to other 
countries, or it would have to be held that the taking 
away the Egyptian munimies was punishable. He 
submitted, therefore, that the mere exhuming of a 
dead body was not an offence unless it was so made by 
the law applying in the country where the act was 
Semniane Secondly, he objected that as the 
indictment accused, the defendant of entering upon 


@n expedition, the offence must be against the law 


of the country prosecuting ; and it could not be held 
that exhuming a body in the Corea was <an offence 
—— the peace and dignity of the United States, as 
eged. in, the indictment ought to have laid the 
as being against the laws of the Corea ; as even 
if exhuming is against the laws of the United States, 
it must be shewn that it is against these of the Corea. 
As illustrative of this view he would suggest the case 
of a conspiracy to assist a Turk to commit an act of 
bigamy, which would not be an illegal act in the 
country where it was committed, There was also the 
case where an act might be lawful but the means 
taken to attain it unlawful. If this was intended to 
be relied on then it ought to have been explained in 
the indictment. (Russell on Crimes vol 3. p. 149.) 
Mr. Eames in reply said that the objection taken 
by his learned friend was one always raised in cases 
where a new offence was tried, the attempt being al- 
ways made to shew that it was not a misdemeanour. 
The definition of a misdemeanour as given by Russell 
amounted to anything contrary to or injurious to the 
public morals, and it was also a misdemeanour to in- 
cite another to such an act. In Archbold’s (Criminal 
Practice, it was laid down that an indictment for mis- 
demeanour at common law lay in all cases where an 
attempt was made to commit a criminal act; and an 
action would lie for any offence which came within 
the definition. The learned counsel cited a case from 
the Massachusetts’ Reports in support of this, where 
a house had been let with the object of being devoted 
to an immoral purpose, and in view of the design it 
gto the specific object sed ; tl 
i to specific o jons raised ; the 
learned gentleman observed, first as to the question 
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of its being necessary to prove that the action was il- 
legal according to the laws of the Corea, it was so well 
known to be contrary to ge pony Es ideas of right, 
and to be such ‘an invasion of the feelings of the rela- 
tives of the deceased that it did not require any proof 
to shew that it was contrary to public morals, Sutenh: 
ly with regard to the noice bigamy, if the bigamy 
werecharged as illegal the case would hold. The indict- 
ment had Seen made more full than usual in the United 
States Consular Court, there the rule has been as 
much as possible to avoid mere technicalities, It 
would of course be nec« to prove the offence as 
laid and this would be done by shewing the nature of

Mr. HANNEN with the first portion of his 
friend’s remarks in reference to the definition of mis- 
demeanours ; but his argument was that the charge 
was not, as in the case cited of conspiracy to do what 
was acknowledged to be wrong and against public mo- 
rality. The fact of exhuming a body far out of the 
dominions of the United States could not be held to 
be against the public morals, This the learned coun- 
sel tor the prosecution assumed, forgetting that ex- 
huming was a thing done every day legitimately in 
China and repeatedly done in Egypt, ina way which 
no one would hold to be a misdemeanour. In regard 
to the necessity of alleging the act to be illegal, it must 
be alleged to be so not only according to the customs 
of the Corea, concerning which his learned friend 
nilmitted it was impossible to speak, but also 
according to the laws of the United States. To 
point out that what is charged as a new offence 
was not a misdemeanour was surely to take no idle 
technicality. It was a grave matter if an act was 
charged as an offence which was none at “all, and the 
Court were bound to see whether it was a legal crime, 
and not content themselves with setting it down 
as such however much it might be against their feel- 
ings forthe moment. Such a course must lead to 
gross abuses, 

Mr. Eames suggested that the Court would be able 
to determine the force of the objection. 

Mr. Hanne suggested that the Associates’ opini- 
ons, he understood, should also be taken. 

His Honor said it was not the practice of the Court 
to take the Associates’ opinions on any points of law. 
They could not be ex to be familiar with law. 
And moreover there could not be any sufficient oppor- 
tunity for consultation. He was not disposed to admit 
the objection taken by Mr. Hannen; as in charging 
any crime committed in China, the same objection 
might be taken if the indictment failed to set forth 
that the crime was contrary to the laws of Chira. 
In none of the Consular Courts had this ever been 
considered necessary, and it had always been held 
the U 8. Consular Courts that it was sufficient, if it 
were shewn that the offence was contrary to the laws 
of the United States. With regard to its being agai 
the laws of the Corea, that was a fact which ld be 
adduced in evidence rather than now.

Dr. Cocuitt (who was called upon to reply) 
said, that it was hardly necessary for him to men- 
tion, that he had come quite unprepared to reply 
to the toast of the British Residents in Shanghai. 
He assured the company that the toast was inti- 
mately connected with his own interests. During 
the seven years which he had spent in Shanghai 
there had been many occasions such as the present 
which had come and gone ; but never had a warm- 
er farewell tin n given to anyone that 
was accorded to Mr. Winchester. He was glad 
that on the present occasion the prospects of the 
British residents in Shanghai looked brighter; 
and he trusted that the returns which they would 
receive for the ventures of the new season would 
tend towards their realizing those good wishes 
which had been so kindly expressed by the Consul 
General for France. 

The Cuarmman then asked the Company to 
charge glasses for Mr. Winchester’s toast. 

Mr. WINCHESTER said it would ill become him 
on this occasion to leave without calling 


upon 
them to drink a bumper to the toast which had 
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been left to his care. This duty was very agree- 
able to him from a two-fold aspect. He would 
ask them first to drink to the prosperity of Shang- 
hai, and the coutinuance of a sound and prosper- 
ous trade, A turn of the wheel seemed to have 
taken place at last. Who that had seen the twelve-

ImporTs.—We have to note a much better business 
in Grey Goods during the past week, principally for 
the Tientsin market, but prices remain and 
may be quoted as in our last, at Tls.2.2.4 a 2.2.5 for 
ordinary chops, Tis. 2.2.7 a 2.3.0 for best Eagles ; 7 Ibs. 
have been in strong demand, and Eagle chop has been 
placed at 1.9.5. The demand for T’Cloths continues 
active, and 7 Ibs. are readily saleable at Tis. 1.8.0 a 
1.9.5, amd best Mexicans at Tis. 2.1.2. There has 
been a large business done in Drills, chiefly American, 
P.M.C,D. mark is wanted at 4.3.3. In Woollen and 
Fancy Goods there is nothing of importance to men- 
tion. In Metals, we have to note since our last a de- 
cline of 5 mace in Lead, in consequence of the arrival 
of about 3,500 pels. by the Costa Rica, and also a con- 
siderable quantity by the Douglas Castle; L. B. may 
now be quoted Tis.

Tra.—Black; A large business has been transacted 
since Our last issue at very irregular but generally 
lower rates. The bulk of the Teas purchased are 
Ningchows, although several chops of Hankow Tea 
have met with buyers. The feeling in the market is a 
quiet one, owing to the dimensions of the export. 
Foochow, Canton and Shanghai, all show a large ex: 
cess in shipments. Prices have ranged from 18 taels 
for very Common, up to Tis. 38.8 for Fine. 

Green,—The market is very quict, but cannot be 
said to have declined, and prices remain as high as 
ever. The settlements off the past week are 3,000 
packages only, at prices ranging from Tis. 36 to 37 for 
Ping Suey Tea. : 

Shipping.—There is now no scarcity of Tonnage, but 
rates remain firm at £410 per ton. We have proba- 
bly as “* mixed ” a lot of vessels on the berth as has 
been seen for some time, There are ‘fine ships, ” 
“old ships,” ‘ notorious ships,” and vessels not free 
from the T'ea improving refuse of sugar, probably the 
cause of more untraceable damage to Tea than any 
thing else, : 

Stk ;—A considerable business has been done dur- 
ing the week, principally by continental and commis- 
sion houses, in executivn, it is said, of orders received

by telegram. The prices paid have been strangely ir- 
regular, some purcheses being 10 to 15 taels higher 
than last mail, and others as much lower. Supplies 
have been regulated to meet the demand, and Stock

800 bales bought just before the mail left, remain un- 
shipped, and settlements since are nearly as much— 
now that the second crop has resulted so unfavorably, 
it is asserted by respectable natives that our export 
will be nearer 4,500 than 4,800 bales. The Silk ship- 
ped by last mail steamer was, to England, 3,299 ; 
France, 1,305 ; India, 9.

IN pursuance of Section 4th of the Act of Congress, approved J une 22nd, 
1860, entitled “ An Act to carry into effect certain provisions in the Treaties 
between the United States, China, Japan, Siam, Persia, and other countries, 
giving certain judicial powers to Ministers and Consuls, or other function- 
aries of the United States in those countries, or for other purposes.” I, S. 
Wells Williams, Chargé d’Affaires ad interim, of the United States to China. 
do hereby decree the following Regulation, which shall have the force of law 
in the Consular Courts. 

WHEREAS ; repeated complaints having been made of the danger 
incurred by the native shipping from steamers passing through the Channel 
commonly known as the Straw Shoe Channel, situated between the main 
land and the island of Tsih-li-chau, called Tsau-hia on the Admiralty Charts, 
lying east of the city of Nanking ; and collisions having already occurred 
between them and the native craft constantly using this reach, resulting in 
loss of life and property, the Chinese Government has seen proper to prohibit 
the use of this Channel, extending from Theodolite Point to the eastern end 
of the island at Swallow Rock, to all steamers navigating the Yangtze River. 

NOW, therefore, in order to give full force and effect to this prohibition, 
BE IT KNOWN to all whom it may concern, that all steamers sailing under 
the American flag, are forbidden to use or past through the above-described 
Straw Shoe Channel, and every infraction of this Regulation will render the 


steamer hable to a fine of One Hundred Taels, prosecutable in either of the 
~ Consular Courts of the United States on the Yangtze River, or at Shanghai ; 
and in case of Collision, to pay full compensation for all damages done to the 


Chinese, or their shipping.

Master of the steamer ‘ Fire Queen.” I have commanded the “ Fire Queen” two years and six 
months, running between Hankow and Shanghai. The.‘ Fire Queen” is the largest steamer on the 
Yangtsze ; her tonnage is 2,886 tons. Until forbidden by a special order, issued by the Agents of the 
S. S) Nu Co.,- T have been in the constant habit, both up and ane going through the Straw-Shoe 
Channel, otherwise known as the Nanking Cut Off, and have never experienced any difficulty. in so 
doing. Ihave never met with any accident or caused any loss to native boats or to my own steamer. 
I consider the navigation of this Channel perfectly safe at all seasons of the year, with the observance 
of the usual precautions. I have:heard of the collision between the steanier’ uquong’’ and a Chinese 
junk: this: happened before L came-on the river, and it :is the only ollision: that-1 have heard of ; had 
there been any. during my, command, of a river steamer, I should have heard-of it... Sueh things are at 
once known to all navigators on the river. Theré are several points on the river that I consider far 
more dangerous as far as native boats are concernéd, taking the wititer months or low stage of the river 
into consideration ; for instance, Olyphant Island, Hunter, Collinson and: Gravener Islands, where the 
Channels are very narrow and. the water, is expeoeineay shallow, yet. with the skilful pilots employed, 
accidents rarely, if ever occur; we are compelled to take these channels at certain stages of the river. 
In Nanking Cut Off, we have a comparatively straight channel, and abundance of water throughout 
the entire year. I have never: found native more numérous in ‘this Cat Off than in the other 
Cut Offs, and cannot perceive the danger alleged. An hour to an: hour anda half/is lost each trip 
owing to the channel being closed, and this detention leads to other detentions on the. river, involving 
in the course of the. year great loss of time, and failures in making through connections, the value of

Personally appeared Jossru Harmon, Commander of the steamer “Plymouth | Rock,” plying 
between Hankow ood anaiel, whe: being sworn deposed as follows: — Ihave been running on the 
Yangtsze Kiang five years and ten months, I am perfectly familiar with the Straw-Shoe Channel ; it 
is not a straight channel, but steamers can turn the different angles with safety, going at full speed. At 
the lowest stages of the river, the lead shows from three to seven fathoms. 1 consider it a part of the 
main channel of the river, and not a creek or canal. I consider the navigation of this channel perfectly 
safe at all seasons of the year. I am familiar with the collision between the steamer “‘ Huquong” and 
a junk, it occurred in the epring of 1865. I was pilot of the “ Huquong”’ at that time, and had —— 
of the steamer. Captain Simmons, who has left China, was in command ; the collision occurred at the 
upper end of the channel near Nanking walls. At the time the accident occurred, the channel was 
filled with junks lying eight to ten deep directly across the channel, and it was blowing fresh. I have 
been..through the Channel or Cut Off a great many times since then and never had any difficulty in 
steering through the lines of junks, as instructions were given after this accident for the junks to be 

aoored alongside of the banks; had the junks been moored properly the accident would not have oc- 
curred. TI cannot better illustrate the perfect’ safety of the Cut Off, if the most ordinary precautions 
are used, than by stating this fact:——-The Tug’ “* Emperor’ with two ships in tow, the ‘‘ Emperor” and 
the. ‘‘ Napoleon the Third,” came up the channel in 1866; these vessels were about seven hundred tons 


each. ‘There are other channels or “ Cut Offs” on ‘the Yangtsze, constantly used by steamers, which 
are far more intricate and difficult to navigate than this channel 5 ‘fe ‘instance, ‘* Dove Point Cut Off,” 
the  Huquong Cut Off,” “Gravener Island Cut Off,” and many others. ' There sre’ some ‘teeny 
channels and cut offs which are used during the high stage ‘of the river, by which a steamer saves fully 


- one hundred miles in the trip from Hankow and Shanghai: We take advantage'of the eddies and cur- 
rents ; all these Channels or Cut Offs are safe if prudent men T tetete: and the reverse if ignorant 
pilots are in Charge. I do not know of any other accident in the Stray Shoe Channel or ** Nanking 
Cut Off,” exeept that of the “ Huquong” in 1865; had ‘any other accident oceurred, I should have 
heard of it. I have heard since that two or three lives were lost at that time, but I do not know 
positively. I did not see any persons in the water; the collision occurred at eight in; the morning.

| have been through the Channel a number of times. | T consider the ‘navigation perfectly safe ; there 
is no part of the Channel that'I consider anymore dangerous than the main rivet ; 'the'Channel is'nar- 
row at one part, but this does not make it dangerous to navigate.’ T' have heard of oné ‘collision in the 
Cut Off, that between'the  Huquong”’ and a junk; this did not happen in the narrow part, but at the 
upper portion of the Channel towards Nanking. _ The ‘‘ Huquong”’. collided owing to a mistake in the 
bells, which were rung ‘* to back her,” instead of which, the engineer sent her ahead; the water is 
deep at all seasons of the years, and navigable for the largest steamers, such as the ‘‘ Fire Queen” of 
2,886 tons. I have conversed with nearly all the Captains and Pilots now running on the Yangtsze, 
and they all say that the navigation is perfectly safe, and they all wish to be allowed to continue the 
use of the Channel, owing to the saving of time and fuel, which in the course of the year is a very large 
item.

Personally appeared Mortimer Livinaston Stopparp, who being sworn deposed as follows: 
I am Commander of the steamer “* Tahwah,”” belonging to the 8.8..N. Company.” Ihave been con- 
nected with steamers running on the Yangtsze at intervals for the past seven years. I am familiar 
with the Straw-Shoe Channel or Nanking Cut Off. Ihave been through this Cut Off several times. 
[ consider the navigation perfectly safe ; the water is from three to ten fathoms in the winter time ; the 
Channel is sufficiently wide for vessels to pass each other without danger. I can save two hours comin 
up the river by taking the Cut Off. I have only heard of one collision in this Cut Off, that of the 
‘* Huquong ”’ several years since... I am not familiar with the details of that accident. I consider the 
Channel fully. as safe as the other Cut Offs on the Yangtsze. 
tbe Cut Off. I think vessels should, however, ‘* slow down,” on reaching the upper part near Nanking; 
the same as they do in approaching Shanghai; this upper part is used ‘as a harbor for yanks.

| From the above description it will be seen that 
‘the river as it branches off to the right a littl

insula, the course which, after flowing eastward, 
it again takes to the South being almost parallel 
with that from the Isle Boisée towards Kanghoa, 
until it goes off again to the eastward about five 
miles, north of the Isle Boisée, past the City 5é 
‘oul, which is situated five miles from the spor 
where the river makes the last named turn and 
two and a half miles from the bank. Thus the 
distance from the Isle Boisée to Seoul was muel 
shorter than had been imagined, bht at the time 
e French were not aware of the extent to whieh 
he River curved round, or would not have kept 
n their route past the forts.

There were 41 Chinamen on board, who said that in 
October last year they were taken on board the Pro- 
videnza, a coolie ship, at Macao, with some 300 others, 
and were taken to Uallao, and there some 47 or 48 were 
transferred to the Cayolti, the remaining two or three | 

| being put on board at Callao. This vessel cleared from | 
~} that port on the 16th Jaunary of this year for Pasca- | 
mayo and Cherepe, on the coast of Peru, the coolies be- | 
| ing intended for the sugar plantations near these ports, | 
_ They were all put into the main hold and kept there, | 
4 their food being brought down to them by a Chinese | 
=~ cook. On the morning of the 3rd day out, they rose, | 
| threw off the hatches and assaulted the men on watch, 
four in number with hatchets, spades and other wea. || 
| pons, The mate was cut on the left shoulder with an | 
| axe ; he attempted to shoot one of them with a revo- | 
lver but it missed fire, he then mortally wounded two | 
of them with a knife, when the crowd rushing on him | 
he was forced to jump overbéard, Another European, | 
— it is not known what his positiongrason board—rush- | 
ed into thecabin below and jumped through a stern port 
into the water. Just above this port was the mark of a | 
bloody hand, from which it is conjectured that he was 
wounded. It was stated that the other two men who 
were on deck also jumped overboard and that the Chi- | 
namen lowered a t and dispatched them with kin- 
ves while struggling in the water. On return they 
hoisted the boat, and an anchor was got up and brought | 
to the gangway. The other four men were during this 


i. 


time kept confined in the forecastle, and when the boat 

returned they were fastned to this anchor and thrown | 

overboard. ‘The Chinese cook interceded for the Cap- | 

tain, who was then told that as he was a very good man | 

they would — his life if he would take them to Chi- | 
ec 


na, to which onsented. He is stated to have had 
two revolvers, with which he threatened the coolies, 
but on their telling him that if he shot any of them, 
he would be killed, he abstained from using them. 
They stated that one Chinaman fell from aloft and was 
killed and that eight othersfwere killed in the fight. They | 
say that the Captain went into his cabin and brought 
outa great number of pieces of money and {gave it to 
the seven or eight ringleaders, who distributed it in dif- 
fered proportions among all the Chinamen on board. 


After this, they say, that they had very severe wea- 
ther, and when about four months out they came to an is- 
land surrounded by ice, where the people were dressed | 
in furs and rode in sledges drawn by dogs. This is sup- 
— to have been somewhere near the coast of Kams- | 
tcha. There they lost their anchor, during a gale 
5 and were driven before the wind. The men said that 
they made a stay at that place for spme three or four 
weeks ; and that the Captain was#ent on shore, accom- | 
pained by the Chinese cook who, as above mentioned 
had saved his life, in order to purchase provisions ‘ 
and they added that neither of the two had returned, 
the Captain having taken this opportunity to effect 
his escape. The Jetails connected with this part of | 
the subject are not clear ; some of the men saying that | 
a note was sent off to the Captain from on shore, but | 
two witnesses whose statement was very distinct, de-_ 
clared that the Captain had himself told some of the 
men from on board, who had gone ashore to induce 
him to come back, that he would not return. The men 
were in possession of hoods, fur robes, and other articles, 
l evidently purchased in the icy regions ; and some of the || 
copper was off the vessel, but, strange to say, she did | 
not make any water. 


After losing their anchor and being driven out to 
sea, they made their way to Volcano Bay to the north 
of Hakodati, having in the meantime visited some is- 
lands, where they purchased provisious. After arriv- 
ing in Volcano Bay, they waited about for some two 
weeks, when they got two Japanese pilots to take 
them into Hakodati. The ship coming into port with- 
out any colours, was immediately boarded by the Con- 
gular authorities, and as no papers could be fowtd she |f - 
was handed over to the Japanese, by whom she was | 
taken in eand nwored. The story thatthe Chi- | 
nese gave at first was,'that after being out for some , 
time they were left below without food. and, after 
standing hunger for three days, they came on desk 
and found that everyone was gone. The coolies are jf - 
at present in prison in Hakodati ; and the matter awaits 
the action of the United States Authorities.
